OBJECTIONS 

At the White House meeting 
with Doug Huron，associate legal 
counsel to the President and the 
White House liaison to the Justice 
Department on the BakKke case， 
the group outlined its main 
objections to those passages on 
Asian Americans in the govern- 
ment's brief . 

With a 27-page supportive data 
prepared by Harold Yee, president 
of Asian Inc.，the delegation 
attacked the governments posi- 
tion as being based on faulty and 

*biased data, false assumptions and 
indifferent attitude -toward the 
needs of Asian Americans.” 


Under intense questioning， 
Huron admitted that the state- 
ments in the brief were based on 
“insufficient and inconclusive evi- 
dence”and their inclusion was 
”immaterial to the substance of 
the brief.”He also agreed that the 
statements“have extensive public 
policy implications,， potentially 
adverse to the interests of Asian 
Americans.” 


RETRACTION 

When asked 让 he would call 
Attorney General Griffin Bell to 
retract the statements， Huron 
promised only to relay the group's 
concerns to the appropriate 
authority in the Department of 
Justice. He expressed reluctance 
to_ intervene on behalf of the 
delegation. He also refused to 
transmit the Asian concerns to 
President Carter. 


At the meeting with the staff of 
Senator Alan Cranston, the group 
urged the Senator to push the 
President to retract the statements 
before October 12. 

“We want the President to per- 
sonally intervene as he did on two 
Separate oOccasions after he was 
Pressured by the black congress- 
ional caucus,”said a member of 
the Asian delegation. It is widely 
known that the lawyers in the 
Justice Department had to re- 
write their briefs twice due to 
presidential intervention before 
the final version was filed with the 
Supreme Court. 


RELAY 
Cranston's aides only promised 
to relay the group's message to the 
senator who could not meet with 
the group because he had to be on 
the Senate floor for the minimum 
wages bills， 


WHITE HOUSE HEARS ASIAN 
AMERICAN VIEW ON BAKKE 


Next，the delegation met with 
Terry Adamson，special assistant 
to the Attorney Ceneral in the 
Department of Justice, The group 


expressed similar concerns and 
made the same demand for 
retraction. The group also charged 
that those“derogatory statements 
on Asian Americans” were ip- 
cluded in the brief “deliberately:” 


Henry Der，executive director 
of CAA，complained that the 
Justice ”Department was quite 
aware of problems facing Chinese 
Americans through its work with 
CAA on voting rights，bilingual 
education，employment discrim- 
ination，etc，Adamson defended 
the departments stand and said 
that the Asian American example 
in the brief offered one of the 
compelling reasons for remanding 
the casebackto California: 


DISACREED 
Adamson disagreed with the 
group's ， contention that the 


statements about Asian Americans 
was damaging. Instead, he said he 
would not allow anyone to 
interpret those statements beyond 
the immediate context of the 
special admissions program at the 
University of California Medical 
School at Davis. 


Adamson promised to “discuss 
youT concerns with Judge 
MecGee,” the Solicitor Ceneral， 
who is to represent the govern- 
ment before the U.S$， Supreme 
Court. 


Members of the delegation also 
went to see the staffs of congress- 
man Peter Rodino，chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee 
and of Senator S$， Matsunaga of 
了 Hawaii. 


Meanwhile，Congressman Nor- 
man Mineta and 14 Congressmen 
signed a letter to Attorney Ceneral 
Bell expressing similar concerns 
over the intent and interpretation 
of those passages dealing with 
Asian Americans. 


So far， no official public 
statement has been given by either 
the White House or the Justice 
Department regarding the de- 
mand for retraction. 


DIVISIVE 
In_ commenting on the dele- 
gation's trip to Washington, D.C.， 
amember said,“This whole affair 
illustrates once again how racist 
and divisive the institutions are in

Mori Urges Not to Bask

CLIMB 

“IT _ would characterize many 
Asian and Pacific Americans as 
basking in an illusion of equajlity. 
As some have made a partial climb 
up theladder of economic success， 
I fear they have lulled themselves 
into a false sense of security. The 
facade of economic and political 
Success by some has taken the 
focus away from a permanent 
Solution to the problems we face,” 
Mori said. 

“Even in today's enlightened 
society we have continued to be 
identified with many of the 
international issues that emanate 
from the Far 下 ast， The Korean 
misdealings with our Federal 
Government have _ had their 
negative effect on Koreans living 
here in this country. The compe- 
tition Japanese business and 
industry has brought to this 
country has developed resentment 
for_ all that is Japanese. 工 am 
dealing with a case in California 
State 。 Government where  a 
Supervisor still views a Japanese 
American as the enemy,， said the 
Assemblyman. 

TOKENISM 
“Our role in America is one of 
tokenism，convenience and con- 
tinued ， stereotyping.

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Protest Bakke Brief 
Statements 


The Bakke case is undoubtedly one of the most 
important civil rights cases to come before the U.9. 
Supreme Court，since the 1954 case of Brown vVv. 
Boara of Education. 

The immediate question before the Supreme Court 
is whether the 16 out of 100 slots set aside for 
admission of quajifed students from “disadvan- 
taged“ and “minority“ background into the UC Davis 
NMedical School in 1973 and 1974 is constitutional. 

However, the broader and fundamental question is 
whether all affirmative action programs and civil 
rights provisions designed to promote equality of 
rights and opportunities denrnied to minority peoples 
in the United states are constitutional， The 
ramifications of this case，therefore，will be far- 
reaching and all-pervasive. 

East/West has always supported affirmative action 
programs-” We are glad that the Carter 
Administration decided to support the continuation 
of such _ programs. However we were shocked and 
disturbed by the callous and unfounded remarks 
about Asian Americans in the Administration's brief 
filed by theU.9. Department of Justice. 

As we reported last week anid again this week, the 
government's contention is based，at best，on 
insufficient data and,， at worst ,on prejudicial and 
malicious allegations that the various groups of 
Asian Americans no longer suffer racial and 
economic discrimination. 

Articles in East/West throughout the last eleven 
years have more than amply demonstrated the need 
for the continuing inclusion of Chinese Americans in 
these affirmative action programs. 

There is indeed something very deceptive and 
racist about the way the government is telling one 
disadvantaged group 一 the Asian Americans 一 that it 
has made it; and on .the other hand，to_assure 
another disadvantaged group 一 blacks, chicanos and 
Native _ Americans 一 that the affirmative action 
programs will someday get them to where the Asian 
Americans _ are _ today， This， most ,certainly， is 
inappropriate for an Administration that professes to 
be sensitive to public confidence in government in 
this post-Watergate era. 

We fully support the demand to retract these 
misleading and damaging statements about Asian 
Americans from the Administration'“s brief. If such 
retraction is procedurally unavailable，we Strongly 
urge the Administration to implement another form 
of effective retraction，before these misleading and 
misguided policy statements inflict further damage 
on Asian American5. 

We particularly call on Senators Alan Cranston and 
5S.1. Hayakawa and all Asian American legislators in 
Congress to _actively_ bring about the _ necessary 
changes.

Children may also tape their own 
voices and later compare their 
pronunciations with the original 
tape.

“Flexibility in our program here 
at the Center also lies in our being 
able to accept students on a year 
round basis regardless of when he 
comes in,”said Kittredge of the 
program designed for no more 
than one years time for any one 
student， 

On occasion, there emerges the 
student who doesn't come along as 
well as was anticipated，lagging 
noticeably behind classmates 
academically. 

EXCEPTION 

“Generally，the regulations of 
the Board :of Education will not 
extend his schooling， but we 
sometimes make an exception to 
the rule,”said Kittredge. 

Total fluency，he says，in both 
languages will depend largely on 


the student. In Some cases because .

will subordinate their first 
language. Others will continue to 
converse mainly in their first 
language even after “graduation” 
from the Center.
